RUSSELL SAGE BADLY INJURED, 


And Five Others Already 
Taken Out Dead. 


Werk of a Dynamite Bomb. 
By Associated Press} — 

New Tonk, Dec. 4.—At 12:15 o’clock 
this afternoon an explosion occurred 
at No. 71 Broadway, in an immense 
building where Russel! Sage and many 
other preminent men have their 
offices. The first and second floors 
are completely wrecked. Russell Sage 
and Washington E. Connor were car- 
ried out of the building. 

A later bulletin says: This after- 
icon arshabbily dressed mao, appar- 
ently about 30 years old, carrying a 
brown leather band-bag, called at 
Russell Sage’s office on the second floor 
of No. 71,-Broadway and asked to see 
Sage. W. R. Laidlaw, Sage’s clerk, 

told him that Sage was busy and could 
nel be sehn The man persisted and 
cominued to talk in a loud tone when 
Sage, who was in an inner office, came 


out to see what was the matter. He 
asked th man what was wanted, 


and the man said,“ i demand a private 
interview with you.“ Sage replied it 
would be impossible for him to see the 
man then, but he might possibly do 
so later in the day. The man con- 
tinued to demand a private interview 
then and there. Sage ordered him to 
leave the office. On this the man 

dropped the leather bag and the ex- 
plosion which shook the entire block 

instantly followed. Sage was thrown 
across the room and stunned, Laidlaw 

was also thrown across the office and 
had one leg badly lacerated. The 
stranger was “thrown against the par- 
tition walland was by farthe most 
severely injured. There were three 
others, whose names could not be 
ascertained at the moment, also in- 
jured. The injured men were taken 

to O’Connell’s drug store across the 
way, where it was found that Sage and 
Laidlaw, though severely injured, had 
not received any fatal wounds. It is 
now kuown that one of the clerks in 
Sage’s office was blown out through 
the window. Nearly all Uf the win- 
dows on the east end and north sile’ 
of the building wére shattered, and 
the interior of the building was badly 
wrecked. It is said that two, at least, 

of the occupants of ‘the building were 
doch in, sieges by tthe force ot the er. 


Sage, in conversation after the 
explosion, said he considered it a de- 
liberate attempt to kill himself aud 
destroy the building. “The man in- 
sisted upon presenting Sage with hie’ 
card, bat he declined to accept it. 
Sage was completely covered with 
grime and dust, and his clothing was 
blown into tatters; his hands face and 

clothing were covered with blood, 
Sage’s injuries maialy consist of à cut 
and bruise upon the forehead, while 
his face and hands were filled with 
small cuts. Both fire aod ambulance 
calls were at once sent out and in a 
few minutes after the explosion the 
building was surrounded by fire en- 
gines, ambulances and policemen, The 
news spread all over down town; abd 
every streét in the neighborhood was 
goon thronged with thousands of ex* 
cited mei abd the wildest runter 
prevailed. 

One bystander, who was crossing’ 
Broadway just as the explosion oc- 
curred, said the shock was 80 great 
that men near by fell senseless on the 
Walk, One ide of the building then, 
for an instant, resembled Niagara. It 
was a perfect sheet of minute atoms of 
glass, and in the mass was the tigure 
of a man, who was seén burled through 
the window. Then a man, so cut aud

The wounded are: W. R. Laidiow, 
Russell Sage’s clerk, left leg badly 
gashed and face and hands bruised 
and burned; will probably recover. 
J. W. Osburn, 52 years old, severe 
injuries aboot the face and body; 
condition dangerous. Frank Robert- 
son, 27 ‘years old, broker, cut and 
bruised about the abdomen, face and 
‘hands; will probably die. Russell 
Sage, contused wound over the fore- 
head, hands and face bufned and lac- 
erated; not dangerously injured. 
John J. Slocum, brother-in-law of 
Sage and cashier in his office, severely 
cut about the head and face. 

The dead are: B. F. Norton, a 
friend of Sage, so badly wounded that 
he died soon after reaching the hos- 
ital Lord; blown oat of the win- 

dow and died in O’Connell’s drug 
store; supposed to be the dynamiter, 
Nnkoown man, supposed to be Frank 
J. Menzies, a clerk ; uhknown woman, 
supposed to be atypewriter ; unknown 
man, supposed to be a confederate of 
the dynamiter; 8. G. Calhoun, who 
had hie head blown entirely off. 

Jay Gould was down town at the 
time, and on hearing of Russell Sage’s 
injuries, despatched his private phy- 
sician, Dr. A. P. Mann, to his relief. 
Just as the explosion was heard, 
special agent Wilbur, who was in the 
custom house, r out of the office 
bareheaded and Without stopping ran 
up to 71 Broadway. This act on his 
part astonished those about him, and 
there is a suspicion that he may have 
had an inkling of what was going to 
occur and perhaps had been watching 
Wilson with a view to his arrest. 

At first it was reported that the 
man who caused the explosion was 
not killed outright, but was among 
the injured taken to the Chambers 
Street Hospital. Later it was learned 
he was instantly killed, his body being 
blown to pieces. The head, howevpr, 
is sufficiently uninjured to make iden- 
tity barely possible.

THE DELAWAR 
A Piece of Land Not Accounted for of 
the Map. 


No ordinary map shows the correct 
boundary of Delaware. Leaving aside 
long disputed as to 
whether the so-called Flat Iron“ at 
the northwest corner of the state be- 
longs to Pennsylvania or Delaware, the 
maps still fail to d@efime correctly the 
western between New Castle 
county, Del. and Cecil county, Md. 


There is on this boundary line, says the 


New York Gun, a tiny wartlike pro- 
tuburance that is never marked on the 
maps. It originated in this fashion: 
When Mason and Dixon were employed 
to define the boundaries between the 
possessions of the Penns and those of 
the Calverts, it was stipulated that a 
north and south line should be erected 
at a point midway between the 
Chesapeake bay on one side and Dela- 
ware bay on the other.

For 
itis a stone of no extraordinary bril- 
liancy of beauty until it has been cut, 
and the art of cutting and polishing 
diamonds was not discovered until 
1456, A. D. The cut diamonds credited 
to Hindoo and Chinese artists ata very 
early epoch are believed by the best au- 


ished and engraved gems of other kinds 
were known in the time of the exodus. 

“The alabaster of the ancients was 
not, the compact variety of gypsum 
from which vases and other ornaments 
aro carved nowadays, but a stalagmitic 
carbonate of lime. It was mostly em- 
ployed im. the old days in the manu- 
facture of receptacles for containing 
unguents and perfumes. The nitre re- 
peatec!y mentioned in the Bible was not 
saltpcire, but an impure, carbonate of 
soda obtained from certain lakes in 
Eyrypt called the Lakes of Natron. 
Natron was used for making soap and 
also in the mummifying process. 

“Of the metals known to the ancients 
probably gold was the first discovered. 
It abounded inthe sands of many rivers 
of antiquity which have long since 
ceased to be auriferous. From the 
readiness with which it as to be got 
in those early times one may imagine 
how.such prodigious quantities of go'd 
were,callected as are spoken of by au- 
thors who describe the wealth of Sol- 
omon, the statues, tablets and vesseis 
of gold dedicated by Semiramjs and the 
riches of Creesus. Roman conquerors 
brought the precio ame with 
them literally by wagon loads.- These 
great accumulations were usually the 
results of conquests. So it was with 
the enormous treasures. gathered at 
Babylon under Semiramis, at Jeru- 
salem under Solomon, at Sardis under 
Crasys, again. at Babylon under Dari. 
us, at Alexandria under Alexander, and 
afterward at Rome while she was at 
the summit of her power. Inasmuch as 
gold in those days was used solely for 
the purpose of ornament it was less 
likely to be widely seattered through a 
multitude of hands. 

The first mention of gold and silver 
is where Abraham is described as ‘very 
rich in cattle, silver and gold’ Gold 
seems to be referred to in the Bible and 
generally in ancient books as conspicu- 
ousiy associated with iordiy wealth. 
Funnily enough, the metal is ascer- 
tained to have been used at Rome three 
nunalred years before Christ forsecuring 
artificial teeth in their places. Cloth 
was also made of it. Pliuy speaks of 
having seen Agrippina, wife of the Em- 
peror Claudius, seated at her busband’s 
side during a naval sham battle clothed 
in arobe of gold, woven without ad- 
mixture of other material. Though the 
attriferous sands of rivers and alluvial 
plains furnished most of the gold 
anciently, mines were worked also. 
The Pharaohs of Egypt drew great 
quantities of the ycllow metal m 
mines in that country. 

Many reterences in the Bible * 
it contain that silver was used for mon- 
ey very anciently. The first mention 
of its employment in this way is in the 
passage where Ephron values his field 
at four hundred shekels of silver, which 
are weighed out to him by Abraham. 
Joseph's brothers are said to have sold 
wim for twenty pieces K silver, and 
they took silver with them on both oc- 
casions when they went inte Egypt, to 
buy corn. Mirrors in Pliny's time were 
commonly of silver, althbugh previous- 
ly they had-been made of a mixture of 
tin and copper. 

Iron has been known from a period 


and | antedating history. A wedge of it has 


becu found in the Great Pyramid, and 
therefore the metal must have been 
known in the time of Moses, 1500 B. C. 
Inthe fourth chapter of Genesis it is 
mentioned that Tubal Cain was the con- 
structor of every artifice in brass and 
iron. Brass was avery indefinite term 
among the ancients. Where: it is 
spoken of in the Scriptures it is seldom 
to be understood to signify the alloy of 
copper and zinc now called by that 
name. The brass tempered for edged 
tools or weapons of war in early times 
tin, now. known as bronze. An apalysis 

oa Grecian helmet found it to 
be copper mixed with one-fifth. part of 
tin. Mang writers believe that, the an- 
cient brass was a native alloy procured 
directly in the mixture used from mines 
long since exhausted. 

“Lead was known to the ancients, 
but was regarded as of little value. It 
was the custom among the carly He- 
brews to engrave records of importance 
upon tablets of lead with an iron sty- 
lus. The Pheenicians used it for anch- 
ors. Mercury was familiar to the con- 
temporaries of Aristotle. Antimony 
was employed by the old Romans for 
staining black the hair, eyebrows, eye- 
lashes and the edges of eyelids,”
